Aberdeen-Angus Breed Built Well Past Yea, 


A new year is here; the old year 
is gone. In 1922, the Aberdeen-An- 
us breed of cattle did no spectacular 
stunts that would catch the headlines 
but it did perform right up to its old 
standards in turning the grass and 
com of the American farm into a 
profitable market on the hoof. And 
in all years of the breed in America, 
going back even to 1873, when the 
first one set foot on American soil, 
probably no single ‘year has marked such genuine progress. 

Naturally enough, the show season is worthy of mention here 
as the first thing that attracts attention in mentioning achieve- 
ments. The Aberdeen-Angus steer has become immortal as the 
show animal par excellence. When the colorful and kilted bagpip- 
ers led the procession ahead of Black Prince, many years ago, after 
that great black steer had been rushed across the Atlantic to show 
at a live stock exhibition, they ushered in a new era in show history 
of cattle. Ever since, followers of fat cattle show rings always look 
for the black hornless kind first to see whether they have the cham- 
pionship timber or not. 

The coming of the International Live Stock Exposition, in 1900, 

gave the Doddies the arena in which they could demonstrate un- 
mistakably their position of grand champions of the beef arenas. 
With the passing into history of the 1922 International, a summing 
up of the grand championships in the four chief departments, single 
fat steer, steer herd of 3, carlot and carcass, the Aberdeen-Angus 
now have 62 grand championships to their credit out of a possible 
82 (No_ steer herd

William McCombie of Til- 
lyfour obtained four.” One 
of the Tillyfour steers 
proved to be the heaviest 
of all breeds, when weigh- 
ed by order of the Emper- 
or. He was a son of 
Bloomer, Mr. McCombie’s 
favorite cow. 

The International Ex- 
position at Poissy, 1862, 
created a world-wide sen- 
sation, only equalled by 
that which occurred in 
1867 (Black Prince’s year) 
and in 1878. At this Pois- 
sy Show Mr. McCombie won the highest honors with the steer that 
came to be known as the “Poissy Ox” or the “Mammoth Ox.” His 
girth was 9 feet, 8 inches—having “come out” four inches since his 
last appearance at Birmingham and Smithfield, four months previ- 
ously, where he had gained the first prizes; his length from tail to 
chime was 5 feet, 6 inches, and from tail to poll 7 feet, 9 inches; 
his height was 5 feet, 1 inch, and length below knee 9 inches 
round.” He weighed 1,250 kilos (2,750 Ibs.). He was sold to the Em- 
peror’s butcher and a protograph taken of him for preservation.

Windsor for her personal inspec- 
tion. Later, after the black polled 
champion—the first that ever won 
the purple rosette at Smithfield— 
had joined the great majority, 
Queen Victoria visited Tillyfour, an 
imperial honor conferred on but 
mighty few of her loyal subjects in 
any walk of life. Eleven years lat- 
er the fame of the Aberdeen-Angus breed was destined to be blazon- 
ed across the whole wide world. To the Universal Exposition at 
Paris, sixteen doddies were dispatched from Scotland, McCombie 
contributing nine, Sir George Macpherson Grant of Ballindalloch, 
six and George Bruce, of Tochineal, one. The victory of this little 
band of blacks was thorough and complete. They swept the boards 
of all the prizes for which they were eligible to compete, winning 
among other honors, the grand championship for groups of foreign- 
bred cattle and the supreme championship as the best beef produ- 
cing animals on the grounds. This final struggle was with the 
white Charolaise breed of France, the bovine display in black and 
white having been described as the most picturesque ever witnessed. 
This sweeping triumph set the seal of fame upon the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed, its conquest of the world’s markets dating from that 
memorable season. 

In England and Ireland. In 1875, a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 

cattle was founded in Sus- 
sex, in the south of Eng- 
land, and the year follow- 
ing the Langshott and the 
Duke of Grafton’s herds 
were given being. In 1880, 
Dr. Clement Stephenson, 
who was to carry the black 
and all-black banner far to 
the front, started the Bal- 
liol College herd in the 
northern borderland. Its 
great success with the 
Smithfield champions Lux- 
ury in 1885, Young Bellona 
in 1887 and Benton Bride 
in 1894, made this herd’s 
fame national and when 
Abbess of Turlington, 
daughter of the Abbess of 
Benton, won the supreme 
championship at the Co- 
lumbian in Chicago, 1893, 
international renown was 
accorded it without stint. 

Invasion of the Emer- 
ald Isle first took place as 
early as 1864, but owing 
to the disturbed condition 
of that country, little pro- 
gress was made for years. 
However, within the past 
two or three decades great 
strides forward have been 
made, there being now 
about as many breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Ireland as there are in 
England. The growing 
importance of the breed in 
Great Britain is proved by the establishing of the English Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Association in 1899—the first honorary secretary 
being Mr. Albert Pulling, Beddington, Corydon, who has published 
several books relating to the breed. Again in Ireland, the Irish Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Assoc‘ation was formed—the honorary secretary of 
which was Mr. Wickham H. B. Moorhead, Carmeen, Newry. 

The Scotch Herd Book. It was after the Aberdeen Highland 
Society Show in 1840, with the rising wave of interest and enthusi- 
asm which then appeared, that the idea of a herd book was first 
mooted. Collections of records and data was begun in 1842, deposit 
being made in the museum of the Highland and Agricultural Socie- 
ty of Edinburgh. A severe setback was encountered in 1851 when 
the whole material brought together was destroyed by fire. A fresh 
start was made in 1857 at the request of some of the leading breed-

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Ohio Breeders Close an Active Year

The interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle is 
increasing, the breeders are showing and 
working together more than was ever known 
before, all making an effort to breed better 
cattle. 

J. S. Caldwell & Sons, of Chillicothe, own 
one of the leading herds in the state, having 
_ shown at the Ohio, Indiana and several other 
state fairs, always taking the, majority of 
the ribbons; ending his show circuit for the 
year, at the International Stock show in Chi- 
cago at which his cattle always stood well to 
the front. The bull, The Peer, stood second 
in his class only to be defeated by the Grand 
Champion bull Bar Marshall. This makes 
the second time The Peer has held this place 
and Ohioans hope to see him go back next 
year and be made Grand Champion Aber- 
deen-Angus bull as he is a hard one to de- 
feat. ‘ 

E. G. Little, of Dresden, Ohio, has a very 
fine herd. He exhibited cattle at Columbus, 
O.; Wheeling, W. Va.; Syracuse, ‘(gs ee 
Springfield, Mass.; Trenton, New Jersey; 
Richmond, Va.; Hagerstown, Maryland and 
the International at Chicago. ; 

Mr. Little’s two-year-old bull stood 1st in 
class at Columbus; 1st in class and grand 
champion at wheeling; 2d at Syracuse; Ist 
at Springfield; 1st and grand champion at 
Trenton; 1st and senior champion at Rich- 
mond, Va.; and 1st and grand champion at 
Hagerstown. His two-year-old heifer was 
2nd at Ohio State fair and won 1st and 
grand champion at the remaining six fairs. 
His Senior yearling heifer was 1st and grand 
champion at all fairs exhibited at except 
Columbus at which she stood second. 

It is impossible to go into detail with the 
winnings of all of the cattle exhibited by Mr. 
Little but looking over the list I find his cat- 
tle stood 1st, 2nd, 8rd or 4th in practically 
every class which means that he is breeding 
some good ones. 

Mr. E. H. Hutchison, of Xenia, Ohio, has a 
wonderful herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
while he did not exhibit as much as he usual- 
ly does he showed at the two leading fairs 
in the state, Columbus and Dayton, O. The 
prizes won at Columbus are as follows: 
First on senior yearling bull; second and 
sixth on senior bull calf; fourth on seniot 
heifer calf; second on calf herd and second 
on best two bulls bred by exhibitor. I had 
the privilege of judging the cattle at Day- 
ton, Ohio, and gave Mr. Hutchison 1st and 
grand champion on junior heifer calf; 1st on 
senior yearling bull; 1st and grand champion 
on junior yearling bull; also 1st on get of 
sire and exhibitor’s herd, competing with 
all beef breeds.

At Sidney, Ohio, I won every prem- 
ium I showed for as this was the only week 
out of eight that I had no competition at all. 
At Troy, Ohio, I won ten firsts, two seconds, 
and also the sweepstake premiums. These 
prizes were won in very strong competition. 
At Bellefontain, Ohio, I won (4) first (5) 
seconds and (2) thirds. This was surely a 
good show season for me. But I expect to 
come out in 1923 with a better herd than 
this year.—Yours very truly, O. C. Sherer. 


I will add that I saw Mr. Sherer buy an 
Eisa Trojan Erica heifer of Ross McNeil, of 
Troy, O., on Nov. 15th and if she continues 
to do as I think she will he will have one of 
the greatest junior yearling heifers to show 
next year. 

Mr. J. W. Edwards of Vaughnsville, O., is 
more than pleased with the showing his herd 
made this year. I also had the privilege of 
judging same at Celina, O., and Wapakoneta 
and will say he has a real herd. 

His herd bull Qibler of Zenia is a low- 
down thick mellow bull, the kind we all like. 
His cows are of the same type. One of his 
show heifers is from the herd of Carpenter 
& Ross and she is agood one. Inquiring of 
Mr. Edwards I find his cattle were never de- 
feated where he showed one herd against an- 
other regardless of breed. His bull, cows 
and heifers won 1st and grand champion at 
the ten county fairs. Mr. Edwards offers 
his entire herd at private sale and he has 
them priced very reasonable. It is necessary 
to sell the herd in order to settle an estate. 

Ohio is to be congratulated upon the fact 
that she has the most extensive importers 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the United 
States., Carpenter & Ross, of Mansfield. A 
visit to their farm is time and money well 
spent. They showed cattle at several of the 
state fairs this year. It is impossible to give 
the prizes won but I am sure they received 
a greater part of the premiums as they al- 
ways have a good herd. 

I am in receipt of a letter from G. W. Du- 
prey & Son, Van Wert, Ohio, giving a little 
information on the boys and girls calf club. 
The Van Wert County Fair board purchas- 
ed 20 Aberdeen-Angus and 20 Shorthorns at 
the Chicago stock yards. I saw the cattle a 
short time after they were distributed among 
the boys and will say they were not a very 
good representation of either breed, how- 
ever, Mr. Duprey says it was an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer that won first prize, and sold 
for $13.25 per ewt.

Kirschbaum Boosts Year’s Top at Omaha 
to $13.25 

Just prior to the International Mr. W. A. 
Kirschbaum, of Defiance, Iowa, was on the 
Omaha market and made the year’s record. 
He procured a picture of this load but the 
day was cloudy and the cattle Were crowded 
just a bit too much so the picture was not 
usable. The Journal would have liked very 
much to present this photo. Regarding this 
load Mr. K. has sent in the following clip- 
ping from the Drovers Stock Journal: 

“A new top on the market for cornfed 
cattle for the year was established today 
when W. A. Kirschbaum, of Defiance, Iowa, 
whose prime Aberdeen-Angus yearlings 
have made his name familiar to most pat- 
rons of this market, sold a load of the tops 
of his year’s drove at $13.25. The 20 steers 
that made up the shipment averaged 1,175 
pounds. 

“Mr. Kirschbaum fed nearly 100 cattle this 
year, about half of them of his own raising. 
In marketing them his policy has been to 
ship the poorest first, so it is not surprising 
that when he said he considered these cattle 
as the finest he had ever turned out, many 
local traders went even farther and pro- 
nounced them among the finest steers of 
their weights ever seen on this market. 

“This is Mr. Kirschbaum’s final shipment 
and third with which he has topped the mar- 
ket in less than a month. On October 13th 
he marketed a load of mixed yearlings at 
$12.75, top for the year up to that time, and 
a week later he again took top honors for 
the year to date by putting a load across 
the scales at $13.00. 

“The cattle here today had been on feed 
in a dry lot just about a year. Their ration 
was shelled corn, oats and alfalfa and clo- 
ver hay. During part of the period he mix- 
ed a little molasses with the grain, and for 
the last two months has added a little oil 
meal to the ration. 

“Following his ‘regular custom, Mr. 
Kirschbaum will start another bunch of 
calves on feed at once. He raises about 50 
calves a year, his herd including some 30 
registered cows. He keeps all the pure bred 
heifer calves for his breeding herd, and fills 
out his drove for the feed lot with calves 
bought here on the market or from some of 
his neighbors. 

“Feeding operations are heavy in his part 
of Shelby. county this season, Mr. Kirsch- 
baum reports. The cattle on feed include 
all weights, there being no marked prefer- 
ence for either light or heavyweight feeders. 
The market for new corn is not really es- 
tablished yet, he says. Cattle feeders can- 
not buy any corn under 55 cents at present, 
o— the elevators will not pay that much 
or it.’

WHERE IS THE CHAP WHO CAN NOT 
AFFORD TO GROW PURE BRED STEERS? 


Here is an incident that should prove beyond any question the 
advisability of growing pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle for the 
market. A Mr. T. H. Brent, who is located two miles east of Smith- 
shire, Illinois, where he has a 625 acre farm which he devotes to 
growing cattle for the market has upon this place some two hun- 
dred head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. They are composed of Ericas, 
Heatherblooms, etc., upon which he uses the best of pure bred bulls. 
During International week he shipped twenty-six head of steers just 
eighteen months old that averaged 1090 pounds each and brought 
$13.25 per hundred weight, netting a trifle better than $144.00 per 
head. He has ten head left on feed and is starting fifty-three head 
of calves for next year. Can the man who discourages the use of 
pure bred bulls and for that matter pure bred cows for beef making 
purposes successfully combat an argument of this nature? There 
is every reason in the world why Aberdeen-Angus breeders should 
push forward in the matter of production regardless of the warn- 
ings to the contrary.

WHAT A COUNTY AGENT CAN DO 
IN THE PURE BRED BUSINESS.

1248 CAROTS OF FAT CATTLE 
IN “INTERNATIONAL” HISTORY. 


Now that the International Live Stock Exposition has becom 
of age with its twenty-first show since its foundation in 1900, it i 
a good time to look back as well as ahead and note progress, x- 
cording to Secretary Charles Gray of the American Aberdeen-Ar- 
gus Breeders’ Association. 

A total of 1248 carloads of fat cattle have appeared before th 
practical packer and buyer judges at this great show, 504 of thes 
that survived the “sifting committees” being of Aberdeen-Angu 
breeding, 490 Hereford, and 254 Shorthorn. Shorthorns won th 
highest honor once in the twenty-one shows, Herefords three times 
and Aberdeen-Angus seventeen times, a review of the records show. 
It was in 1907 that the “red, white and roan” were crowned king: 
of the feed lot. Two of the whiteface victories came in 1901 ani 
1903, two decades ago in the day of the heavy steer, and their last 
victory was awarded in 1917 after a run of six consecutive grani 
championships for the blacks. 

The sale price of these 1248 loads of cattle is an indicator 0 
the way the different breeds have been received by these practical 
men who slaughter the live stock food of the nation and a large 
share of the meat consuming world. The average price per hundret- 
weight paid for the 504 loads of Aberdeen-Angus is $12.11; for th 
490 loads of Herefords it was $11.00 and for the 254 loads of Short 
horns $10.87. 

At the twenty-one shows covering a period of 23 years, Aber 
deen-Angus steers outsold the Herefords $1.11 and Shorthorns $1.2 
per hundred pounds in the quality market of the year.

period of August, September and October re- 
veal a total purchase of feeders handled ag- 
gregating 1,911,000 head as compared with 
1,371,000 for the same period in 1921. 1920 
delivered 1,340,000 as compared with 1,847,- 
000 for the year 1919. During the month of 
November the states of Iowa, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Kansas, Indiana and Ohio 
took 470,150 head as against last year’s pur- 
chase of 275,553 head while 1920 took but 
257,162 head for the same period. These fig- 
ures have no doubt furnished the basis for 
alarm as is being sent out warning against 
an oversupply of beef. While there is a 
marked increase in the number of cattle in 
the corn belt feedlot nevertheless there is no 
particular cause for alarm. Where else 
should these cattle be? If the gigantic corn 
crop is to be marketed profitably the cattle 
should be brought to the central feedlots as 
has been done. Then too, these increased 
numbers are not yet in excess of pre-war 
conditions. While these facts are being con- 
sidered may it not be well also to realize that 
there is a steady decline in the average 
weight of steers as they reach the big mark- 
ets since 1912. At that time Chicago showed 
the average live weight to be 1050 pounds, 
this has decreased to 990 pounds for the last 
year. The dressed weight having decreased 
corrsepondingly from 571.20 to 536.58, a dif- 
fer ence of 34.€2 pounds per carcass. If these

It is estimated that there will be a profit 
on the late Dumfries show of the Highland 
Society of £1734. In connection with next 
‘year’s Inverness show, a committee recom- 
mended to a meeting of directors on Wed- 
nesday two additional classes for Shorthorn 
bulls. They had this year two classes for 
yearling bulls, the prize for the second class 
for younger bulls being given by a generous 
donor. It was proposed to take over the 
liability for next year, and to have two clas- 
ses for yearling bulls and two classes for 
two-year-old bulls. It was thought the 
Shorthorn breeders put up a good case in 
favor of their claim to have these classes. 
They also recommended two additional clas- 
ses for Aberdeen-Angus cattle, for if the 
Shorthorn breeders got these extra classes 
they could hardly withhold the extra classes 
from the other principal beef breed. It had 
not been definitely decided what those clas- 
ses would be, but presumably one would be 
for yearling bulls and the other for yearling 
heifers. The class for blue-greys was also 
recommended to be deleted, and instead that 
they return to four classes for fat cattle as 
on the occasion of the last show at Inver- 
ness, two classes for bullocks and two for 
heifers. These recommendations will come 
before a further meeting of the directors for 
approval.—Banffshire Journal, Nov. 7, 1922.

tine and Europe. Argentine is making 
use of the opportunity. She is sending ina 
lot of good, blooded stock. But in the cours 
of a few years the United States should lx 
sending lots of good blooded stuff to Brazil 
So far the government importations hav 
been almost entirely from Europe. It is about 
time that our North American stock breeders 
awakened to the possibilities of working y 
a very lucrative and large trade with Brazil 
My thirty years experience in Florida has 
made me very optimistic as to the develop. 
ment of live stock interests in Brazil. I an 
satisfied also that the stuff that has ben 
developed in the southern climate of the Uni- 
ted States is inherently better than that 
which comes from the Argentine and Europ. 
= believe your best opportunity at present 
is to interest your Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion in looking toward Brazil. The European 
breeders have had connections with the Bn- 
zilian market for years and have lost no op 
portunity of continuing to cultivate it sine 
the close of the War. Of course as longa 
the demand in the United States was greater 
than the supply the stock raisers felt no need 
of looking out for foreign trade, but is wil 
be some years before, if ever, the Unitel 
States will be able to use all the good cattle 
that are being bred. ; 

At present the live stock market in Braal 
is about the same as it was in the Unite 
States six months or a year ago. But itis 
going to come back. And when it come 
back Brazil will be able to take care of all 0 
the surplus in Europe and the United States 
For you must remember that the area 0 
Brazil is somewhat larger than that of the 
United States and that it has less than ont 
third of the population. The climate 1s some 
what like that of Mexico, especially in th 
southern part and can support a good mall 
more cattle per square mile than can be si} 
ported in almost any- part of the Uni 
States.

almost no breeders of Guernseys in my sec- 
tion and the few that are are operating pure 
bred breeding herds. ; 

Most of the farms in this section are ex- 
tremely fertile and located in the Eastern 
portion of one of the best farm counties in 
New York State. The farms average over 
two hundred acres and are usually well wat- 
ered and produce excellent crops of grain 
and hay. The land is approximately eight 
hundred feet above sea level and the winters 
are rather severe. 

There is a general dissatisfaction among 
the farmers in this section with the condi- 
tions under which they produce milk for the 
large distributing companies but the habits 
of years are too strong and they are not 
willing to give up their dairy herds simply 
because they mean a monthly milk check. 

My farm consists of 225 acres, 195 of 
which is clear land. That it is extremely 
fertile is evident by the fact that in recent 
years it has produced as high as 65 bushels 
of oats weighing 34 pounds to the bushel 
and 65 bushels of corn to the acre. These 
figures are based upon results of threshing 
and corn measured in the crib. Our hay 
consists of a clover mixture, straight tim- 
othy and a small amount of alfalfa which is 
not grown to any extent in this part of the 
country. 

Originally starting with a purchase of 30 
heifers from a Kansas breeder which, how- 
ever, proved to be so poor as to necessitate 
killing more than half of them, the herd has 
been gradually developed by additions and 
retaining the better animals so that there 
is now a herd of over 50 head consisting of 
Ericas, Blackbirds, Queen Mothers and some 
of the plainer bred animals. The herd was 
started about three years ago and the bulls 
used in the herd have been all Erica bulls, 
two of them being by Evenest of Bleaton.

The Cattle Market. 


This interesting report of the cattle mar- 
ket given b-- the Co-operative Manager and 
Farmer contains much valuable information 
which should aid in reaching conclusions as 
to the immediate future of the cattle indus- 
try. Especially the feeding business which 
is so closely allied to the pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding plan: 

“As corn boomed cattle declined. By the 
middle of December values had been read- 
justed in convulsive manner. Feeders alarm- 
ed by ascending feed bills and apprehensive 
that the whole country had overbought thin 
cattle, took alarm, filling the market hop- 
per with a class of stuff that proved hard to 
digest. During the week following the stock 
show at Chicago that market received 80,000 
cattle, and killers responded by depressing 
values—75c to $1.00 per ewt. Following a 
decline of another dollar per cwt. later in 
November. This put a decided crimp in the 
previously profitable margin between cost 
of thin cattle and beef values. As usual, in 
such cases, when a hue and ery was raised 
the mob joined the procession. Enthusiastic 
stock cattle buyers of a few weeks before 
participated in frenzied liquidation. Beef 
trade meanwhile ran into the holiday season, 
when poultry is popular, aggravating a set 
of adverse conditions that apparently came 
out of a clear sky, but were, in reality, mere- 
ly the result of cause and effect. 

“What many cattle feeders need is a 
thinking cap. Had they reflected when buy- 
ing thin cattle during August, September 
and October, that something like equitable 
distribution would be essential to profit in 
the finality of the transaction, some of them 
at least might have hesitated. Having ac- 
quired these thin cattle at prices that made 
them resemble sagacious investments, they 
took fright over a logical event, the advance 
in corn values to something like an intrinsic 
basis. Many had bought cattle in excess of 
their feed pile and paying out good money 
for grain to convert into beef would have 
been considered equivalent to throwing it 
away. The alternative being sacrifice of 
the cattle at a stage when the corn they had 
consumed had done them little good they 
went to market by the train load, a few go- 
ing back to the country for further acquain- 
tance with corn, the great majority heading 
straight for the shambles to be converted in- 
to indifferent beef. 

“Thus, while choice bullocks were still eli- 
gible to $12@13.50 during the early part of 
December thousands of short-fed or warm- 
ed-up steers had to accept $7.50@8.50 per 
ewt. So far as beef condition was concerned 
they were little better than western grassers 
earning $6.50 to $7.25 before the heavy 
movement from beyond the Missouri river 
subsided, but they broke the market on ev- 
erything selling below $10, whereas had they 
been held out until in decent beef condition 
much of this vicissitude might have been 
avoided. Liquidation will, of course, subside 
before long and when it does those who de- 
cline to participate in the stampede will be in 
strong statistical position. 

“There will, however, be no such money 
made by cattle feeders during 1923 as was 
pocketed this ‘year. Thin cattle have ad- 
vanced $1@1.50 per cwt. and the feed bill is 
at least 50 per cent higher, but these facts 
do not necessarily mean that converting corn 
into beef will be unprofitable. Regular feed- 
ers, who know the game and follow it suc- 
cessfully have long since learned that feed- 
ing high priced corn is a safer venture than 
handling cheap feed owing to the fact that 
it deters the ‘in-and-outer’ form operating.

“Regular feeders are worried neither by 
the advance in corn nor temporary marke 
demoralization, realizing that it cannot be 
otherwise than temporary unless something 
unexpected develops in the industrial sphere, 
A year ago the “out-of-works” constituted 
a large and threatening element of the popu- 
lation; today nobody able to work and with 
an inclination to toil need be idle. Notwith- 
standing enormous beef production during 
October, November and December, every 
pound found a profit outlet and in the 
case of the better grades fat steer 
selling from $10.00 up, demand at all 
times exceeded supply. When the masses 
are earning wages beef always moves freely 
and the purchasing capacity of the aforesaid 
masses was never as great as at present, 

“With the turn of the new year, when 
the poultry season will be over, beef wil 
come into its own. The high priced cattle 
of the past three months, selling anywhere 
from $11 to $13.50 per cwt., have ‘already 
disappeared and during the January to 
March period it is probable that the bulk of 
the steer crop will realize anywhere from 
$8 to $10 per cwt. As the season works 
along conditions will improve, beef percen- 
tages will increase and packers will get more 
for their money. One impending change is 
a broader demand for common steers which 
have been the underdogs of the market for 
months past, or all through the  westem 
range season. Within a few weeks killer 
will be on a still hunt for fat cattle 800@ 
1,000 Ibs. bullocks and it will pay to poke 
corn into them meanwhile. Such steers must 
be fed as if they were in preparation fora 
fat stock show as they do not get a pleasant 
look from killers unless actually fat. Along 
in February and March they will sell com- 
fortably close to quality steers. 

“Corn and other feeds are steadily work 
ing higher; how far this appreciation will go 
must be left to conjecture, but if going with 
the crowd is bad policy so is throwing steers 
that have just begun responding to a com 
ration overboard. When the rush has su

British-Canadian Agreement. 

It has already been announced that the 
British and Canadian representatives at the 
Cattle Conference agreed as to the condi- 
tions that should apply to the importation of 
cattle from Canada. The agreement has 
now been ratified by the new Cabinet and by 
the Prime Minister of Canada, and the fol- 
lowing summary of the agreement has, with 
the assent of the Canadian authorities, been 
authorized for publication: 

Canadian store cattle (i. e., animals born and 
reared in Canada and rendered incapable 
of breeding) are to be admitted under the 
following restrictions:— 

(1) The shipment must be from a Canadian 
port and direct to a port in Great Britain. 

(2) For three days immediately before ship- 
ment and during the voyage the animals 
are to be kept separate from other ani- 
mals and periodically examined by a vet- 
erinary officer of the Dominion. A thor- 
ough examination immediately before 
shipment is to be made by the Dominion 
veterinary officer who will certify that the 
animals are not affected with cattle 
plague, pleuro-pneumonia, foot-and-mouth 
disease or mange. During the voyage the 
examination is to be made daily. 

(3) The animals are to be landed at speci- 
fied landing places and there thoroughly 
examined by the Ministry’s veterinary off- 
icers. Movement from the landing place 
is to be controlled by license in the same 
manner as the movement of imported 
Irish cattle is at present controlled. This 
secures detention of the animals on some 
farm or other premises for six days, 
though they may pass to such premises 
through one market. 

The landing of Canadian cattle capable of 
breeding will require the authority of a gen- 
eral order which will be made by the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, and laid in draft before 
both Houses of Parliament for thirty @ays, 
and if either House before the expiration of 
that period presents an address to His Maj- 
esty against the draft or any part thereof, 
no further vroceedings shall be taken there- 
on.—Banffshire Journal, Nov. 7, 1922.

entries. At present there are about 600 
members of the Society. Galloways were 
included in the first four volumes of the 
Herd Book. 

The Polled Herd Book was the name 
originally chosen, which name remained af- 
ter the exclusion of the Galloways, for the 
registry of cattle of the “Aberdeen-Angus 
breed,” but in 1886, following the example of 
the American Association, the breed became 
known to the whole world as the Aberdeen- 
Angus and the British book was rechristen- 
ed accordingly. 

Smithfield Show at London, England. 

Dr. Clement Stephenson of Balliol College 
Farm, Northumberland, was the girst great 
modern winner with Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
at Smithfield. But there were victories be- 
tween that date back to 1867; and there had 
been Scotch cattle exhibited at Smithfield 
as early as 1805. The first mention of Scotch 
cattle in the records of this great show was 
in that year and Scotch cattle were exhibited 
in the following years: 1807-1811, 1825-1828, 
1830-1832, 1836, 1840-1843, 1846-1851, 1852. 
From the last named ‘year onward there 
were more or less regular exhibitions of 
Scotch cattle; but it was not until 1856—the 
year of the first Paris breeding show—that 
there was a separate class for Scotch polls— 
which included both Scotch breeds. 

The total number of prizes awarded up to 
1851 for Scotch cattle was 43, for which 
there was awarded $2,500; all prizes being 
for steers or oxen. From 1862 to and inclu- 
ding 1867 (Black Prince’s year), the Scotch 
won two silver cups—in 1865, a Scotch horn- 
ed ox, exhibited by the Duke of Sutherland, 
and in 1867, the Tillyfour poll. In 1866, the 
silver cup for the best steer or ox was won 
by a Shorthorn-Scotch Polled (Aberdeen). 
It has been recorded that one of the William- 
sons sold an Aberdeen ox which was exhibit- 
ed at one of the shows previous to 1828 at 
least. Then in 1880, Mr. Watson sent his 
famous heifer and also later another steer. 
It was not until 1859 that Mr. McCombie ex- 
hibited at Smithfield, when he gained in that 
and the succeeding three years, and in 1864, 
1867, 1868, 1870, 1871 and 1873, 1874 and 
1875, the cup for the best Scot—besides, of 
course, the greater victories in 1867 with 
Black Prince. 

In 1871, James Bruce, Burnside, Focha- 
bers, won the female championship at Smith- 
field with an Aberdeen-Angus three-year-old 
heifer, bred at Mulben. The following year 
the same exhibitor sent forward the cham- 
pion in a three-year-old steer bred by John 
Macpherson, who (on Mr. Patterson’s death) 
had become tenant of the now historic Mul- 
ben. In this same year Mr. McCombie had 
won the championship at Birmingham. These 
two champions, of a comparatively youthful 
age, aS ages were then considered, were 
thus the first specimens of the breed to shat- 
ter forever the old-time prejudice—that a 
polled Scot, or Aberdeen-Angus rather, 
could not mature early. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle were “unwelcome 
intruders” in England and for awhile they 
only had an occasional nibble at the big 
things at the fat stock shows. Then the 
crowning victory of this, the second Golden 
Age, occurred in 1861, when Sir William Gor- 
don Cumming, of Altyre, with a pair of polls 
little more than two years and a half old, 
carried off both the male and female cham- 
pionships—the heifer at last being awarded 
the highest honors and the steer standing 
reserve to her. Again in 1887, Altyre ex- 
hibited the champion steer. In 1901, 1903. 
1916, and 1920 the best steers were shown 
by J. J. Cridlan, Maisemore Park, Glouces- 
ter.

hundreds of contests from coast to coast. 
and from Canada to Texas and Florida have 
given us greater confidence in the future of 

the Aberdeen-Angus and of America. 

War deflation brought a big drop down 
from high prices for cattle and the large 
number of sales. The sales of the best cat- 
tle bred now average within the reach of 
the small farmer’s pocket. $200.00 will buy 
as good a pure bred bull as is needed to sire 
champion calves at the big shows, while half 
that amount will get animals of pedigree and 
individuality that will add ten times the 
amount to the value of a crop of calves from 
serub or grade cows over calves sired by 
common scrub bulls. 

When one considers that the U. S. Govern- 
ment has figured out that pure breds as 
mere commereial propositions are worth 
around 40 per cent more than scrubs at the 
market, it is hard to understand why the 
entire country doesn’t turn from scrubs and 
grades to pure breds now while they are 
cheaper than they have ever been before. 
They are also cheaper than they will prob- 
ably ever be again. ;
